Second in amount of artil- 
lery ammunition used was the

For a single hour, however, 
American forces in the battle 
of the St. Mihiel salient, in 
1918, far surpassed this rec- 
ord, using 1,093,217 shelis in 
four hours.

By May 1, 1921, an Allied 
commission ig to report how much 
she owes the Allies under the six 
categories. Allied commissicns wil] 
meet annually and assess Germany 
on her national annual earnings. 
The amount of actual total 
reparational damages is not stated 
but estimates az to how much Ger- 
many will ultimately have to pay 
very from $25 000,000,000 to $60,- 
900,000,000. 

SHARE HUN PROSPERITY. 

The lesser sum is evidently being 
exploited in the effcrt to show that 
Clemenceau anti Liuyd George have 
wholly failed to keep their pledges 
«© make Germany pay the Allies 
their entire war expenses, which 
ranged from the British estimate of 
$120,000,000,0900 to the French esti- 
mate of about $200,000,000,000. The 
more Germany earns in any one 
year, the more she wil! have to pay 
ihat year. Thus the Allies are in 
the position of compelling their 
arch-enemy to share her prosperity 
with them. 

Eetimates as to the length of the 
German peace treaty are stil! indef- 
inite, ranging from 75,000 to 150,000 
words. Estimates obtained from 
various informed courres indicate 
that the length of each section so 
far completed will be approximate- 
ly as follows: 

League of Nations covenant, 6000 
words; section JeaLng with the re- 
sponzibility of the ex-Kaiser and 
other matters affecting responsibili- 
tics for the war, 700 words; agree- 
ment for amelioration of interna- 
tional labor conditions and that 
section dealing with the ports 
and waterways, 6000 words: sec- 
tion defining the economic 4ar- 
rangcments between the Allies and 
for the government of enemy 
countries in their’ trade relations’ 
with the rest of the world, 21,000 
words; section dealing with enemy 
military restrictions 7900 words, 
plus tabulated forms covering con- 
siderable documentury space; sec- 
tlon dealing with naval! and air pro- 
visions, 5000 words; reparations sec- 
tion, 6000; sections dealing with 
boundaries of countries, 169,400 
words; eight miiscellanedus clauses, 
1000 words.

It arrived in 
France July 20, where it was trained 
as corps and army artillery, being 
equipped with 4.7-inch howitzers 


and 155 G.P.F. guns, all tractor

000. The United States, having suf- 
fered the ravages-of war to a less 
degree than any of the Allies, except 
Japan, will be enabled with the least 
inconvenience, .it is eontended, to 
raise and maintain armed forces to 
police Turkey. 

Senator Borah said today that 
President Wilson cannot bind the 
United States to eccept the Turkish 
mandate, but that the advocates of 
a League of Nations will not shrink 
from\ its obligations, and that the 
count¥y will indorse overwhelmingly 
any mandate the President accepts. 

The proposal that the United

The document, a4 
framed, begins with an introduction 
In the form of a protocol, setting 
forth the complete list of belliger- 
ent powers taking part in the war 
and now making peace, with the des- 
ignation of plenipotentiaries of each 
country and with their power to sign. 
DECLARES WAR ENDED. 

Then comes a declaration of im- 
pressive brevity, not exceeding thirty 
words, stating that on the conclusion 
of the treaty and the exchange of 
ratifications the war shall come to 
an end. 

Following upon the declaration of 
peace, the present intention of the 
peuce delegates is to have the cove- 
nant of the League of Nations oc- 
cupy the place of honor in_ the 
treaty, and to be the first subject 
treated in detail. It will thus take 
the priority it had in the programme 
of the Peace Conference. 

Then, In succession, will follow 
the military, naval and aevial terms, 
reparations, responsibilities, the 
Rhine frontier, the Sarr region, Al- 
sace-Lorraine, Poland, the status of 
Danzig as an international port, Ger- 
many'’s Schleswig-Holstein frontier, 
und a large number of special sub- 
jects, including the laber convention 
adopted at the last plenary session 
of the conference: international 
ports and waterways and extended 
and financial provisions 
not directly connected with repara- 
tions, 

The textual form of all these sub- 
divisions has been completed, so that 
the work at present going on is 
chiefiy fitting together the parts in- 
to a homogenous whole. This is be- 
ing done by international experts 
representing the five great powers. 
Their work is largely formal, as the 
council of four and the commissions 
have adopted the language of the 
various parts now to- 
gether. 

SEVENTY THOUSAND WORDS, 

It is estimated that the treaty as 
a whole will exceed 70,000 words, 
or the contents of a large, closely- 
printed volume. The text is being 
prepared in French and English, and 
as a means of expediting action, a 
German text may be prepared, 
though it is foreseen that the Ger- 
man plenipotentiaries may ask for 
a considerable time to peruse a docu- 
ment of such magnitude. 

The council of five, consisting of 

the Foreign Ministers of France, 
Great Britain and Italy and Presi- 
dent Wilson and Baron Makino, met 
today with the drafting committee 
and discussed the form of the treaty. 
The Ministers also considered the re- 
}vision of the Moroccan treaties nec- 
essary to eliminate the German isa- 
terests. 
. A new commission was appointed 
today te consider the Kiel Canal. It 
consists of the present commissions 
on waterways and additional naval 
experts of the Entente. 

All tthe old commissions have 
completed their reports, except that 
on Poland, which is undoubtedly 
delayed because of the uncertainty 
of the eastern boundary of Germany.

REAL ESTATE BOADD 
UPHELD BY ASSEMBLY.

SACRAMENTO, April 17.—The

FISHERMEN ASK 
BILL BE SIGNED. 


Committee Urges Governor to 
Make Acta Law. 


Fleet Held in Harbors Until 
Statute is Effective, 


Measure Blocks Efforts to Fix 
Food Prices.

EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

SACRAMENTO, April 17.— 
Despite ite blunders and extrava- 
gances it should be remembered to 
the everlasting credit of the present 
Legislature that it has wiped from 
the statute books of the State a 
law written there by its predecessor 
permitting a State officia) to fix an 
arbitrary price for food. 

“We have given arbitrary price fix- 
ing a fair and impartial trial under 
the most favorable circumstances,” 
asserted Assemblyman Crater in de- 
manding the repeal of that section 
of the marketing act which author- 
izes the State market director to fix 
the price of fish. “For two years 
a State commissioner has been abro- 
gating by decree the law of supply 
and demand: with the result that 
the fishing fleets that were three 
years ago earning more than $2,060,- 
000 a month are now tied up to the 
wharves and a $30,000,000 State in- 
dustry has ceased to function.” 

DISASTROUS RESULT. 

So disastrous have been the re- 
sults of State interference in the 
fishing industry that not a single 
Assemblyman would consent to at- 
tempt the defense of the State mar- 
ket director and the bill which de- 
nies him the right either to fix prices 
or interfere in the marketing of fish 
was passed without a dissenting 
vote. 

To make it immediately effective. 
an emergency clause was attached 


declaring the health and safety o<, 


the State demanded that thé act 
should go into effect at once. The 
act with that clause attached will 
stand in the State statutes as a 
warning to other legislators not to 
attempt a paternal administration 
of the people's food supplies. 

Accompanied by a delegation rep- 
resenting the Fishing Association of 
San Francisco, Monterey, San Pedro 
and San Diego, Mr. Carter waited on 
the Governor this morning, to ask 
that he sign the act as soon as pos- 
sible. 

FLEET WAITS SIGNING. 


“There are 300 fishing schooners 
ready in port to take to the sea,” 
sald former Assemblyman Wicker- 
sham of San Pedro. “Just as soon 
as you affix your signature_to that: 
bill they will be off to the fishing 
banks again. Mr. Weinstock has 
driven scores of sloop owners into 
hankruptcy. During the last month 
more tham 5000 men have been idle. 
because they refused to yield to his 
intolerable decrees. 

“He says we have been out on 
strike. That is not true, because 
men on strike quit working under 
some employer. We were working 
for ourselves. But during the whole 
of the time he was empowered to 
fix prices he treated us as though 
he was the head of a big mercantile 
estab'ishment and we were his hired 
men.” 

Gov. Stephens told the fishermen 
that the fact the bill had passed the 
Assembliv bv a unanimous vote 
would naturally lead him to regard 
it with marked favor. But he asked 
that he be not expected’ to sign a 
bill-he had not read. “te promised 
to give to it his immediate consid- 
eration. The fishermen sav they 
will not cast their nets again until 


the bill is actually signed. A re- 


quest to Weinstock that he é6us- 
pend voluntarily the prices he has 
fixed waa met by a stubborn refusal. 

Mr. Weinstock has weathered the 
storm of popular discontent. but re- 
taine only the shreds of his former 
autocratic authority. A bill re- 
pesling the market act in toto 
lacked but three votes of pasesge. 
The old act provided that the State 
Market Commissioner could be re- 
moved only for cause. That sec- 
tion has been renealed, and a new 
section provides that he ehall serve 
at the pleasure of the Governor.

SACRAMENTO, April 17.—*Bet-

ty taxation. 

At every general election during 
the last eight years an_ initiatory 
single tax amendment has been 
placed on the ballot. Each time 
single tax has been beaten, but the 
cost of the campaign of education 
necessary to place the 1,000,000 odd 
electors of the State on thelr guard 
has always been heavy. Senator 
Lyons introduced a constitutional 
amendment, increasing the number 
of signatures for an initiatory land 
tax petition from 8 per cent. to 20 
per cent., and a cry went up from 
the parlor Socialists that an attempt 
was being made to repeal the in- 
itiative. 

Gov. Stephens, himself, was 
stampeded to the extent that he gave 
out a statement, criticising the 
amendment. 

In the Senate, Wednesday, Senator 
Lyons explained why the amendment 
was urged. “The property owners 
of the State have been compelled 
for eight vears to fight the single tax 
vagaries of two dead men,” he said. 
“One of these is Henry George, 
whose book on progress and poverty 
has created a cult of sophists, who 
imagine that all the defects of so- 
clety would be remedied if the farm- 
and tot owners peid all the 
taxes: the other, Joseph Fels, of 
laundry soap fame, who read that 
book and left an annuity of $25,000 
a year to be used in single tax 
propaganda. 

“California has been selected as 
the State to attack with the single 
tax propaganda, because an initia- 
torv petition can be placed on the 
ballot every two ‘years by expend- 
ing not more than $8000 for solicl- 
tore to obtain signatures. 

“There are a few shrewd persons 
in the State who draw a regular 
salary from the Fele annuity. As 
soon as they are beaten in one elec- 
tion they get to work preparing for 
the next. They are the paid 
aposties of industrial unrest. To 
the $50,000 available every two 
years ffom the Fels annuity they 
are able to add about $50,000 col- 


single tax faddists. 

“The property owners of the 
State have been compelled to spend 
more than $1,000,000 in eight years 
to conduct campaigns of education 
against the single tax. It looks as 
thought it is a case of perpetual mo- 
tion. And there is always a danger 
that the vigilance of the electorate 
will lapse long enough to let the 
amendment slip through. 

“That is what happened in Al- 
berta, Can., and the city was practi- 
cally bankrupted before the amend- 
ment could be repealed. If we in- 
crease the necessary number of sig- 
natures to 20 per cent. it will not 
be so easy for the professional 
single taxers to work.” 

But the administration forces 
were not to be moved by argument 
and. twenty-two Senators voted 
against the amendment. 

After the amendment was beat- 
en, Philip Wilson of the State Board 
of Equalization, said that it was 
the intent of the Anti-single Tax 
League to submit the question to 
the State electorate through 
initiatory legislation at the next 
election. 

“Our only recourse seems to be to 
fight one initiatory petition with an- 
other,” said Mr. Wilson. 


HIGHER SPEED LIMIT 
FAVORED IN SENATE. 


MAKE THIRTY-FIVE MILES 
AN HOUR BY BILLA. 
{BY A. P. DAY WIRE) 

SACRAMENTO, April 17.—An ef- 
fort to amend Assemblyman Eks- 
ward's motor vehicle bill to reduce 
the maximum speed of automobiles 
from thirty-five to thirty miles an 
hour was lost in the Senate today. 

The Senate defeated, 21 to 13, a 
motion by Senator Harris to recon- 


isider the vote by which the Dill 


passed the Senate yesterday. The bill 
provides for a speed of thirty-five 
miles an hour in the day time on 
open stretches of highway. The for- 
mer maximum speed was thirty 
miles. 

“If we allow a speed of thirty-five 
miles, it means forty,” Harris said, 
“because drivers encroach on the 
speed laws. I am not in favor of kill- 
ing innocent pedestrians.” 

Senator W. J. Carr said the only 
letters he had received from the 
“real people, the people we should 
represent,”’ contained protests 
against raising the speed limit. 


Senators Johnson, Inman, Purkitt 
and Gates spoke in opposition fo the 
motion to reconsider. They contend- 
ed that thirty-five miles maximum 
was not excessive. 

Gates advocated repealing the 
speed laws and enacting legislation 
affecting reckless driving. 

“It ie reckless driving that is re- 
sponsible for accidents and injuries,” 
Gates said.

Civic Center Committee will Look 
Over Proposed Sites.

REVISE LICENSE TAX. 


Council to Confer with Leading Busi- 
ness Organizations. 


The city’s license ordinance, adopt- 
ed to obtain money to cover the 
deficit caused by the elimination of 
more than $500,000. collected from 
the liquor interests, and to which 
objection has been made by many 
Classes of business, is to be revised. 

The City Council so decided yes- 
terday, when it adopted a resolution 
introduced by Councilman Olsen, 
providing that the revision of the 
license ordinance be again taken up 
by the Finance Committee for the 
purpose of readjustment. 

The resolution provides “that the 
Finance Committee invite in repre- 
sentatives from various business or- 
ganizations to confer with the Erf- 
ficiency Commission for the purpose 
of formulating an equitable license 
ordinance, which will be fair and ac- 
ceptable to all concerned.” . 


TO HASTEN ACTION. 


Supreme Court Sends Sawtelle An- 
nexation Case to District Body. 
Answering the request of those in- 

terested in a quick decision on the 

issues involved in the annexation of 


Sawtelle to Los Angeles, the State 
Supreme Court yesterday transferred 
the case of Charles Coe against 
Mayor WoodMman and the Council, 
questioning t legality of the spe- 
cial election held in Sawtelle May 
4, 1917, to Division One. District 
Court of Appeal, for determination. 

Following the appeal from the 
judgement of Superior Judge Hewitt 
to the District Court of Appeal, the 
case was sent by that court to the 
Supreme Court, the former court 
holding that it did not have juris- 
diction in the matter. 

At the election in Sawtelle there 
were 519 votes cast in favor of the 
consolidation of the municipality 
with Los Angeles, and 516 opposed, 
and the judgment in favor of con- 
solidation followed in an opinion 
rendered by Judge Hewitt. 


OVER MORATORIUM ACT. 
Music Man Said to Have Violated 
Law Guarding Fighter's Interests. 


George H. Merrill of the Merrill 
Music Company, Los Angeles Har- 
bor, was taken into custody yes- 
terday by Deputy United States 
Marshal Cavanaugh, on a complaint 
filed by Assistant United States Dis- 


jtrict Attorney Green, charging him 


with viclating thé Moratorium Act. 
lt is charged in the complaint that 
D. F. Spingath, who has been in the 
military service since April, 1917, 
contracted for the purchase of a 
victrola, on which payments amount- 
ing to $51 were made, on the orig- 
inal price of $100. Payments became 
delinquent, and it is charged that 
Merrill took the machine away from 
the aged mother of the soldier, who 
is absent in France, and that when 
she said that sooner than lose the 
machine she would go out nursing 
and engage to pay Merrill $5 a 
month, the offer was rejected. 
The bond of Merrill was fixed at 
$s 000 by United States Commissioner 
ng.

Some time after the armistice 
was signed Mr. Garland in a letter 
tc Senator Robert L. Owen of the 
Committee on Banking and Currency 
and a number of other Congressmen 
to whom copies of tho letter were 
vent to the fact that at the end of 
the war the United States finds it- 
self with 250,000 motor vehicles, 
12,000 airplanes, 37,000 engines and 
other equipment. 

“I believe,” wrote Mr. Garland,

and particularly in time of peace. 
es enabling us to develop a ereat. 
empire west of the Mississippi River, 
and if war shou!d unfortunately 
overtake us they would be partic- 
ularly efficient in aldiny quick trans- 
portation.” Both Senator Owen and 
Senator Reed Smioor in replying con- 
curred with Mr. Garland.

The two big reasons advanced in 
favor of at least one transconti- 
rental high are: It will create 
wealth by developing a vast area 
ef country and he:ip to solve trans- 
portation problems.

Miss Elsie Livingston, sister of the 
Livingston brothers recently con- 


| sicted, the one as a deserter from 


the army and the other as a draft 
evader. Lewis was arraigned before 
Justice of the Peace R. G. Thompson, 
in Pasadena, and his preliminary 
hearing set for the 24th inst. Chief 
McIntyre said last night that his 
investigations might show that Lewis 
was connected with other burgleries 
here. 

Although the burglary at the Liv- 
ingston home is the only one he is 
charged with in the complaint on 
which he was arrested, he has been 
xecused of robbing the H. G. Chaffee 
Company's basket grocery at North 
Fair. Oaks avenue and Washington 
street two weeks ago. 

Grocery stock found at Lewis's 
‘home, 487 Del Monte etreet, has been 
identified by Mr. Chaffee as having 
come from his store but Lewis will 
not admit he robbed the store. He 
says he bought the groceries from 
a second-hand dealer. 

ARTICLES RECOVERED. 

The policeman-burglar literally 
looted the Livingston home, which 
is situated at 450 West Colorado 


“Pstreet. Miss Livingston told the po- 


lice that household goods and equip- 
ment amounting to $5000 had been 
stolen from the place and Lewis 
confessed to Chief McIntyre that he 
had borrowed a friend's automobile 
and on different nights between 
July 1 and August 15, last year, 
when Miss Livingston and her 

ts were away, had carted away 
auto-loads of loot. 

Some of these articles were re- 
covered when the police searched 
Lewis's house, Mise Livingston 
identifying them. A brass bed 
from the Livingston home was in 
use at the Lewis menage. The 
groceries which Mr. Chaffee identi- 
fied by house cost marks as having 
come from his burglarized stvre, 
were found in the cellar, covered by 
rugs taken from the Livingston 
house. Other articles from the 
Livingston home were seized at the 
home in Los Angeles of a relative of 
Lewis. Lewis had told this relative the 
goods belonged to a friend who had 
gone into the army and closed his 
house. The police do.not suspect 
the Los Angeles. relative of com- 
plicity in the Qurglary.

ver EXTRAVAGANT LEGISLATURE 
OF THEM ALL. 

So sorry a spectacle has the State ad- 

ministration made of its efficiency and econ- 

omy play that denunciation has given way 

to ridicule among those who contemplate 

its extravagances. 

Elected on piatform pledges of retrench- 
mént and consolidation of commissions, the 
administration forces have appropriated the 
whole of the estimated revenue of the State 
for the next two years, all the $5,000,000 
surplus in the State reserve fund, and about 
$2,000,000 to come from God knows where; 
and ag though this were insufficient, it has 
appropriated an additional $5,600,000 in 
“continuing” appropriations. 

These “continuing” appropriations are 
dDilis pledging the State to pay $500,000 a 
year for certain alleged improvements for 
a period of ten years. Atty.Gen. Webb in- 
formed the Senate Finance Committee that 
under the Constitution these appropriations 
constitute liens against the State, and ‘m- 
ture Legislatures are bound to set aside 
the money to meet the obligations. Until 
that hole in the Constitution is plugged up 
the sky is the only limit to restrain the 
Wallingfords of the Legislature. This 
year’s waste has been appalling; a Bolshe- 
vik Legislature two or four years herce 
might run the limit to fifty or one hundred 
millions; and the labor and industrial, the 
real and personal property of the State 
would be bound by it. 

Fully advised of this menace, the Legis- 
lature is adjourning without submitting a 
constitutional amendment to repair this de- 
fect in the Constitution. Most of the mem- 
bers hope to come back and get another 
whack at the taxpayers before the leak is 
stopped. . 

Biame for this extravagance does not at- 
tach to the delegation from Los Angeles 
county. Thirteen of the fifteen Los Ange- 
les Assemblymen fought courageously, 
though frultiessly, for the Carter-White ef- 
ficlency and economy bill, which provided 
for a consolidation of commissions, dismis- 
sal of more than four hundred high-sala- 
tled officials and WOULD EFFECT A SAV- 
ING OF $3,000,000 A YEAR in salaries and 
contingent expenses alone. 

After the big State commissioas had re- 
ceived their appropriations the Governor 
and the Board of Control tried to check the 
flood of extravagance. But the members 
of the Legislature had become intoxicated 
with the high-proof liquor of public loot 
and refused to be restrained. “We have 
given you yours,” they cried, “now we want 
ours.” An administration that demands an 
appropriation of $750,000 for a Railroad 
Commission with no railroads to regulate 
must not be surprised that its preachmerts 
about economy are not taken seriously. The 
waste of the big commissions is so appar- 
ent and flagrant that admonitions concern- 
ing economy for an sdministration respcn- 
sible for that waste excites only sarcasm. 
On Tuesday the Legislature voted nearly 
$3,000,000 in special appropriations over the 
protest of the Board of Control. Most of 
these will probably be vetoed by the Gov- 
ernor; but they illustrate the temper of the 
present Legislature. 

As predicted by The Times a week ago, 
the Armour interests get their million dol- 
lars to repay thém for levees already build- 
ed in the Sutter basin, and the orphans and 
half-orphans get only a few crackers, where 
they really deserved a whole loaf. Many 
of the members of the Legislature are sore 
over this robbery, we are told, and would 
like to have a chance to cut down the ap- 
propriations for the big gommissions and 
feed the orphans properly. But the admin- 
istration politicians were clever enough to 
get the commission budgets safely through 
both houses before the appropriations for 
dependent children were considered. 

Most of the interest of the session has 
centered about the appropria bills and 
little constructive legislation was attempt- 
ed. From the beginning it was a game of 
grab, and the member who sank his hands

He was intellectually arrogant, but 
usually right. In course of time he 
became chairman of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee, and fn that post 
exercised*a sort of Czarship over 
legislation. His favorite way of con- 
futing the advocates of measures 
which he thought legally unsound 
was to move to refer their handi- 
work to the Judiciary Committee. 
He once undertook to discipline 
President Cleveland by calling for 
the papers presented in behalf of 
appointees named to*\Federal judicial 
offices, But he came out second best 
in that

was called on to straighten gout all 
knotty points, as John C. Spooner 
used to be in the period following, 
He drafted the important clauses of 
the resumption act.

FOR SPORTSMEN 


Short Season on Pheasant and 
Sheep is Likely. 


Owens Valley Mecca of the 
Licensed Hunters. 


Fish and Game Commission 
Sees Splendid Outlook. 


Efforts of the Fish and Game 
Commission to add pheasants and 
mountain sheep to California's al- 
ready alluring Hst of sporting at- 
tractions now seem in a fair way 
to attain some, if not all, of the 
objects prayed for by Owens Valley 
sportsmen and taxpayers. 

Backed by moral support of li- 
censed hunters all over the south, 


leading men of Inyo and Mono coun- 
ties petitioned the State Conserva- 
tion Board, through Fish and Game 
Commissioner Connell, asking aid to- 
ward securing special laws to cover 
the pecullar conditions of their sec- 
tion. Such changes were desired as 
would encourage businesslike exploi- 
tation of their superabundant sup- 
ply of certain species, which they 
felt could well sustain moderate de- 
mands at present prohibited by 
closed seasons, based upon the gen- 
erai scarcity of these birds and ani- 
mais throughout the State as a 
whole. The Owens Valley sportsmen 
spoke in fair spirit of conservation, 
and in full realization that the li- 
censees pay the cost in California, 
consequently are entitled to enjoy 
any additional privileges that their 
self-denial makes possible, the fish 
and game commissioners laid the 
matter before the Legislature. Rep- 
resentations by reputable men as to 
the plenty of pheasants and sheep 


ESTABLISHES NEW 
SWIMMING RECORD. 


(sr A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

MILWAUKEE (Wis.) April 
17.—Helen swim- 
ming under the colors of the 
Milwaukee A. C., established a 
new record of 1:321-5 for 
women in the 100-yard breast 
stroke event of a card of 
mixed championships, under 
the auspices of the Central As- 
sociation A.A.U. tonight. The 
former record was 1:34. 

In the 160-yard swim 
against the world’s record, 
Norman Ross of San Francisco 
completed the distance in 
1:29 4-5, or 4-5 seconds behind 
the record, Ross also swam 
160 yards back stroke in 
1:55 4-6,

son on pheasants, and one sheep per 
season, males only. 


Efforts are also progressing to |

seasons in the new district so as 
to open mountain quail with deer, 
and valley quail with pheasants, at 
the former date of October 15. In 
Oweng Valley the pheasants range 
the same country as quail during the 
early winter. and it was prop 
to close quail shooting December 
31 by State law, as the resident 
sportsmen voluntarily through coun- 
ty ordinance already have done. 
Whether the programme of making 
Owens Valley's new district a com- 
plete “sportsmen’s ise” in early 
autumn can be fully rounded out is 
somewhat doubtful, owing to the en- 
actment of the general game-bird 
seasons bill, which does not include 
all the desired changes, but as the 
legislation is etill as af- 
fecting the district, it ay ae pos- 
sible to attain the desired ends by 
amendment of other bilis. 

Should the legisiation now intro- 
duced be enacted into law the Fish 
and Game Commission of California 
will have accomplished the unique 
feat in conservation achievement of 
having actually added new sporting 
attractions to the licensed hunters 
whose money hag made the work 
possible in their behalf. With fish, 
which readily to scientific 
and practical propagation by arti-: 
ficial means, this is no novelty, many 
wpecies having been established to 
commercial as well as im- 
pertance, in this State, shad, 
striped bass, catfish black
